Osteo 
arthritis, 
the

There is also a gouty arthritis 
an allergic arthritis, a rheuma 
told arthritis and a metabolic 
arthritis. Infections and injuries 
can also produce arthritis. 
Nowhere in the practice of 
medicine is there more confu­ 
sion than that caused by people 
who make their own diagnos­ 
is of “Arthritis 
and 
rheums- 
tis rn ” 
Before any treatment is start­ 
ed, the physician first definite 
ly establishes the exact cause. 
Only in this way can he super 
vise the treatment and keep 
people from falling into the ex 
plotting hands of “ gadgeteers.” 


We were

fall off for lack of tax funds, the 
colleges would close for want of 
endowments,

would 
shrivel without money for ex­ 
periment, our 
army 
and 
air 
force 
would 
be 
stuck 
with 
obsolescent weapons, 
and the 
whole blooming American sys­ 
tem would go down the drain. 
This, of course, is the sort of 
reductio ad absurdum that one 
arrives at by riding a theoreti­ 
cal trend curve to the bitter 
end. But, assuming that we are 
raising 
a 
younger generation 
that is bored with the Ameri­ 
can standard of living, there 
must 
be 
some 
consequenc­ 
es. Could the United States be 
weakened by the economic ap­ 
athy of the young to the point 
where 
the 
Communists might 
pass us and go on to capture 
control of the world in the name 
of Marx? 
The possibility is there. But, 
fortunately for the United Stat­ 
es, 
the 
Russians 
are 
hav­ 
ing trouble with their younger 
generation, too. In Russia, the 
Establishment, 
or the 
Power 
Structure, 
or 
whatever 
you 
want to call it, lives primarily 
by politics. There is the party 
line to which everybody is sup­ 
posed 
to 
conform 
with 
en- 
thisiasm. But according to all 
reports the young Russians are 
losing 
interest 
in 
both 
the 
Communist Party and its ideo­ 
logy. If my friend had been rid­ 
ing 
past 
some young people 
in Moscow on his way to a So­ 
viet airport, he might well have 
had cause to exclaim, “ Look at 
them. 
They 
aren’t 
politically 
motivated.” 
Andrei Babich, a Ukrainian 
on the staff of the Institute for 
the Study of the USSR in Mu­ 
nich, has recently documented 
the latest turns in the “fathers 
and sons” conflict inside Soviet 
Russia. 
The 
Soviet 
press 
is 
full 
of 
relevant 
references. 


“Among a section of youth,” so 
the 
magazine Kommunist re­ 
ports, 
“passivity 
is 
display­ 
ed 
toward 
the society around 
them . . . Frequently one comes 
across self - seeking attitudes, 
private - property 
complexes, 
egoism, and disrespectful atti­ 
tudes toward women.” 
The author of the Kommunist 
article, Secretary of the Mos­ 
cow Urban 
Party Committee 
N. Egorychev, adds that he is 
particularly troubled 
by 
“the 
itch to criticize” among young 
people, an itch that has devel­ 
oped 
into 
“Negation 
of 
the 
whole history of the Party.” 
The tendency, he says, is to 
“discredit 
Marxist - 
Leninist 
teaching and the general line of 
the party.” 
In an article in Pravda there 
is complaint about the “unsat­ 
isfactory 
state 
of 
ideological 
conviction” 
among Leningrad 
high school and university stu­ 
dents. More than 7,000 students 
had to be expelled from higher 
educational 
centers in Lenin­ 
grad in 1965 for “ideological im 
maturity” and “ moral unclean­ 
liness.” The ideological imma­ 
turity was particularly mani­ 
fest in student failures in social 
• lienee, 
which 
means 
that 
they weren’t interested 
in 
Marxist - Leninist dogma. 
We hear a lot about nations

that are supposedly on “collis­ 
ion courses.” But if the young 
in the United States aren’t eco­ 
nom ically 
motivated 
and the 
young in Soviet Russia aren’t 
politically motivated, it could 
point 
to 
simultaneous 
confu­ 
sion in the two strongest world 
powers. When the dominant in­ 
fluences in great nations get 
deflected and blunted, strange 
things 
can 
happen. 
Now if anyone can tell us 
what the young are thinking of 
their elders in Red China, we 
might be able to come up with 
some really interesting c o n ­ 
jectures. 
Defectors from Red 
China 
continue 
to 
escape 
through 
British 
Hong 
Kong 
and 
Portuguese 
Macao, and 
there are some refugees who 
even dare the waters between 
the Chinese mainland and For­ 
mosa. But these are of all ages. 
The

C h i n a 
have apparently 
not 
yet 
re­ 
volted 
in 
any 
“generational” 
way against the dominant Pe­ 
king line. If this happens, we 
could 
have 
three 
great 
na­ 
tions all taking off on some un­ 
foreseen — and unforeseeable 
— 
tangents. 
It 
could 
mean 
peace, or it could mean the rise 
of new demagogues.
